death called his mother to the bed and said, "Moth- 
er you aie a Christian and when you die you are 
going to heaven to wear a crown." She answered* 
"I hope 1 may my son, will you meet mo there V" 
''Yes, I will, and if I could live I would join the 
church." His mother asked, which chuch V He 
very emphatically said, the Progressive Church. 
Now mother I am troing to leave yott but before 
I go I want to kiss you and all my brothers alid 
sisters." He kissed and bide his mother farewell, 
with many words of love ; then each of his sisters. 
He said to his oldest sister who came first : 
"Are you goin^ to do what you promised u:e f 
"What was that?" "You promised me you would 
meet me in heaven.*' Shu promised and be kissed 
and bade her farewell, and all the rest, four sisters 
and one brother alike, saying, "tell me which one it 
is; I dmi't. want to make ;t mi-take," and lastly 
called his father who is not a pro lessor of religion 
and put his arms around bis m-ck saying, "Father 
my arms are getting cold" and talked to him as to 
the rest. My wife was present and says she never 
witnessed such a scene before ; a scene mixed with 
joy and sadness. Being asked soon afterwards, 
"Joe, arc you trusting in the blood of Jesus ?" He 
quickly answered, "Yes; oh yes.** 

Sometime after this when beseemed to be almost 
gone, he suddenly began to sing, "Twilight is 
stealing over the sea" — distinctly sang a few words 
of it and just before he called his mother to his 
bed he said, "where am 1 ?" she told him he was 
at home. Hu said, "It can't be possible ; I am in 
a si range country ; did you ever sl-c anything like 
it ? Well Tit declare I" he said "I never saw any- 
thing like it !" 

Soon he passed peacefully awuy. 

A very large procession followed his remains to 
the "Old Valley Church," where Bro. McFaden 
preached (may I say) a grand sermon from the 
text found in Revelation. "That Great City." 

The congregation was made up largely of Ger- 
man Baptists and 1 think while he was preaching 
all hearts forgot there was such a thing as divisions 
among us. Afterwards several persons of other 
denominations came to me and congratulated us on 
our "able preacher." 

Wu were sorry we could not keep him longer, 
but hope he will visit us soon again. 

We are glad to hear of the good work going on 
and the additions being made to the church. We 
are, moreover, glad to see the earnestness in the 
hearts of many to pay off Our College debt. I 
think I can safely say our little church here will
